The little princess 
asks for a drink of water; a maid of 
honor bauds it to her with the elabo- 
rate etiquette prescribed by the formal- 
ities of the most rigidly ceremonious 
court in Europe. The scene presented 
so charming a picture that the king de- 
s,ired Velasquez to paint it. The'artist 
has, included himself in the group at 
woik upon a large canvas on which it 
is supposed he was painting a portrait 
of the king and queen when the iuter- 
luptiou occuried 
The reflection of the 


king and queen appears in the mirror 
ut the end of the room, and the chain- 
beilain. Uou Jose Kieto, stands outside 
the door drawing the curtain.

scene is, indeed, icpresented with such 
wonderful 
realism that a 
famous 


French critic said of it, "So complete 
is the illusion that, standing in front 
of 'Las Meuinas,' one is tempted to 
ask, 'Where is the picture?' "—St. Nich- 
olas.

IRONCLAD VESSELS. 


The Flr«t OM«» feem to Hmve Dec* 


' 
Hullt by Vr«Mf<f !• 1W56. 


The idea of protecting ships by means 


of armor appears to have Originated 
in the United States, but the French 
were the first to adopt It. Five floating 
batteries were constructed in France 
with oak sides eight inches thick, pro- 
tected by armor four and three-eighths 
inches thick. In March, 1855, the first 
of these, the Tonnaute, mounting six- 
teen guns, was .launched at Brest, and 
the other four Avere all launched in the 
same year. 
These vessels were first 


used at the bombardment of Kiuhurn 
in tbe Black sea on the 17th October, 
1855. Two English vessels—the Erebus 
and Terror—were at once built on simi- 
lar lines, but did not arrive at KInbum 
till the 24th of October, too late to take 
part in the bombardment. 


The results of this experiment were 


BO satisfactory that the French govern- 
ment fitted a wooden frigate, then 
building, with armor of the same thick- 
ness, and in November, 1859, the first 
ironclad frigate, La Gloire, of o.GOO 
tons displacement and 800 horsepower, 
was launched—Pearson's Weekly.

YEARS PREVAILED 


The Sales Illustrate That Adams 


County Farmers are in 


Prosperous Times. 


The lust of tlie long list of spring 


sales is now over and as yet \ve have 
ueard of HO complaints about prices 
and total sums realized. Those who 
hud the sales are pleased with the 
extra high prices thut prevailed. This 
condition was not expected and has 
proven a most agieeal-le surprise to 
many. 


Think of a cow bringing iu Adams 


county $120 biu that was the figure a 
registered animal brought at the sale 
of G. \V. Kcwer and another one *111. 
Plenty of cows were sold at over ^GO 
and many more iu the fifties and a 
cow of any value went into the forties. 
Horses were away up from §>150 to $200. 
Mules brought equally as good prices, j 
Live stock sold at the top notch, losses ; 
if any were 011 the iarmiug irnple-j 
ments. The prices are said to have 
been higher than they have been since 
1880 and were close to wartiiue prices. 


The weather was bad part of the 


time, but it made little difference, the 
buyers were there. On what was per- 
haps the worot uay of the sale season, 
a day that tempted the party having 
the sale to postpone it, yet the result 
of the sale was more than expec- 
ted. The day oi the sale of .Reu- 
ben Fissel was bad but he realized 
almost §4,000 from his sale. 


One farmer was heard to say that 


before the day oi sale he had remarked 
to a neighbor that he would take so 
much for his sale, yet when it was 
over the total exceeded what he would 
have taken by S400. More than, was ex 
pected was the answer given by many. 


The causes for this satisfactory con- 


dition are variously explained. It it 
said that while many persons are 
relinquishing the pursuit of farming, 
a still larger number are taking up 
this vocation and must haye stock aiiu 
machinery. 


Others say that farms are better 


taken care of now than in previous 
years, that farms upon which it was 
difficult to keep six horses and teu 
cows are now farmed to keep double 
the number and this fact has merea&eu 
the demand. Farmers have been rais 
ing better stock, a large number o< 
registered stock -was sold this spring 
indicating better quality and making 
better prices.

trolleys autl if both sections could bring 
it about the trolleys would be built 
this year. 


Littl8&tm\n has turned wistful eyes 


toward the trolley at Hanover and Mc- 
Sherrystown. It looks as though the 
branch to Littlestown would be one of 
the first extensions to be built by the 
York Traction Co. It is said people all 
along the line are anxious for the 
trolley. Tbe Traction Co. can use the 
pike between Hanover and Littles- 
town if It is decided to locate on same 
and there are those who say that 
located on the pike it would he the 
finest suburban road of that company- 
It is oelieved that Ldttlestown will 
grant such franchises as the company 
may ask.
